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REMARKS 

A. Introduction 

Claims 1-27 are pending and rejected. 

No Amendment is provided with this paper. 

B. Claims 1-27 are in Condition for Allowance 

With the concurrent filing of terminal disclaimers (described below), all 
present rejections of pending Claims 1-27 are rendered moot. Accordingly, 
Applicants submit that this application is in condition for allowance. Applicants 
respectfully request withdrawal of the present rejections and allowance of the 
present application. 

C. Provisional Non-Statutory Double Patenting Rejection 

Claims 1-27 stand provisionally rejected for non-statutory obviousness type 
double patenting with U.S. Patent Application No. 1 1/424,006. While we do not 
necessarily agree with this rejection, a terminal disclaimer is filed concurrently 
herewith solely to expedite the prosecution of the present application. 
Accordingly, the provisional non-statutory double patenting rejection of Claims 1- 
27 is moot. 

D. Non-Statutory Double Patenting Rejection 

Claims 1-27 stand "rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting" as being unpatentable over specified claims of 
U.S. Patent No. 6,969,317. 

While we do not necessarily agree with this rejection, a terminal disclaimer 
is filed concurrently herewith solely to expedite the prosecution of the present 
application. Accordingly, the non-statutory double patenting rejection of Claims 
1-27 is moot.

Our silence with respect to the Examiner's other various assertions not 
explicitly addressed in this paper, including assertions of what the cited 
reference(s) teach or suggest, the Examiner's interpretation of claimed subject 
matter or the Specification, or the propriety of any asserted combination(s) of 
teachings, is not to be understood as agreement with the Examiner.

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construed as either a disclaimer of such arguments or as an indication that such 
arguments are not believed to be meritorious.
